1 HAVE. the honor to inform your Majeſty, 
that in conſequence of having received certain 
Intelligence from his Excellence Don Infamous, 
Aid du Camp io his Royal Highneſs Prince 
Lucafer, that on Saturday Evening laſt, the 
Enemy had taken Poſſeſſion of that Patt of the 
Bridge, lately occupied by our Troops; and 
that they were burning and pn the Works 
we had erected, for the Purpoſe of compelling 
all Paſſengers to pay a Toll for paſſing under a 
Pretence that the Bridge was not Paid for, It 
was judged moſt expedient to form a Junction 
with his Excellency Don Jnfamous,—and to |

and at Ten o'Clock, we marched in one Column 
to the Bridge, and entirely defeated tice Enemy; 
but we found only one dead Body in the Field 
of Action, and am happy to ſay we ſuſtained no 
Loſs whatever,—The ſollowing Day being Sun- 
day, we proceeded to the Bridge, and compelled ! 
the Paſſengers to pay the Toll. Some indeed 
who had been threatened by the Enemy to be 
murdered if they ſubmitted to the Impoſition, were 
fooliſh enough to endeavour to Paſs in contempt of 
our Power ; but we immediately ſecured them, and 
ſent them to Priſon.—The whole of this Evening 


was remarkable quiet and peaceable, we there- 


fore retired at Six o'Clock unmoleſted, and we

molt maſterly Stile. !]! judged it moſt Expedient 
to haſten the Attack, and immediately gave Or- 
ders to our Soldiers to ſpare neither Age nor ex. 
Me arrived at he Bridge without much Oppo- 
fition, and ina ſhort Time made ourlelves Maſter 
of Onc-half of it. — The Enemy received us with 
e Volley of Brick Ba's and Oyſter Shells (they 
not heing provided with other Weapons) which 
we immediately anſwered by a heavy Fire 
of Mulquetry; and ruſhing on wich fixed 
I have alſo ta 
inform! your Majeſty, that on our firſt Attack 
miſtaking a Number of the Inhabitants wha 
appeared in bur Rear, (brought together by the 
lound of the Drum) for a Part of the Enemy, 
we ordered our Soldiers to face about and Fire 
the Conſequence was, many peaceable Inhabi- 
tants of the City of Briſtol fell, amongſt whom 
were ſome Women and Children.— About Twelve 
of the Enemy were found Dead on the Field, 
about Five and Thirty were taken to the Hoſpital 
wounded, ſome of whom are dying Daily, and 
we made about Eighteen Priſoners, - In ſhort we 
gained a compleat Victory. | 


I cannot Conclude my Leiter, without informing 
your Majeſty of the brave Conduct of ſome of our 
Officers, on this Occaſion.— Lieutenant Maxwelf 
in particular I recommend to your Majeſty's No- 
tice, and hope he will be promoted, 1 am ſorry 
to ſay he was wounded in the Cheek by a Fiſh 
Woman, who threw an Oy ſter-ſhell at him, but 
the Surgeon lays his Wound is not Mortal, and, 
he is recovering very faſt. Monfieur Symons, 
Monſieur Horrali and Don Harris diſplayed teveral 
Acts of Courage, as did allo Don Kobe the 
younger, who commanded a Regiment of Bailiffs 
and i hicf Takers, |

Since my writing the above, Iwo Regiments of 


Foot from. Wells, and a Troop of the Firſt 


Regiment of Dragoon Guards trom Saliſbury, 


have joined us. 


I had almoſt ſorgot to inform your Majeſty, 
that laſt Night as the whole of our Troops were 
under Arms, in the different Public Buildings, a 
Number of the Enemy ſuddenly appeared and 
did conſiderable Damage to the outſide of the 
Buildings, but happily tor us, they did not think 
proper to force the Doors, as they expected us ta 
make a Sorte, which however we declined, have 


ing every Realon to believe they were Armed.
